POSTERS. 


LONDON, Sept. 8 —The Compte de 


Paris died at 9 o'clock this morning at 
Stowe House. The death scene was 
one of quiet and peace on the part of 
the Coinpte and of profound emotion 
to the circle of relatives about his bed- 
side. During the night the Compte 
leveral times appeared to have passed 
away, BO feeble was his pulae and so 
deadly his palor. Dr. Recomier had 
the greatest difficulty, frequently in 
feeling the light beats of the heart and 
the weakness of the distinguished 
sufferer during his last hours was so 
great that he was unable to speak, 
although he succeeded in making it 
apparent that he desired to utter & 
few more words of farewell to those 
around him. 
The touching scenes 


which were witnessed at Stowe House 
on Thursday night, when the dying 
man was not expected to live until 
Friday morning were repeated last 
evening 
The family and the old 


servants of the family were all in at- 
tendance and to each one tha head of 
the royal house of France feebly said a 
few additional kind words of farewell, 
after which the family knelt at his 
bedside and offered up heartfelt prayers 
for the dying 
He rarely, however, re- 


ferred to his approaching death, always 
trying to sooth the sorrow of those 
around him. Now and then a deep 
sigh would escape from the 
sufferer 


when he would mutter the phrase often 
repeated during the past week, "c'est 
bien long," equivalent to saying that 
he was weary of waiting for death and 
that his draad majesty was very slow in 
coming to his relief. This phrase was 
characteristic of the last illness of the 
compta. 


Death had marked him beyond hope 


for many days past; but the sick man 
lingered on, hour 'after hour, day after 
day, the light of life flickering fainter 
every moment, until at last it gently 
went out, so gently, indeed, that some- 
time elapsed before the fatal verdict 
was rendered by the attending physi- 
cian. Early in the night his mind 
seemed to be perfectly clear, and he had 
no trouble in recognizing those present, 
to whom he was ever suggesting in new 
forms his words spoken at the family 
gathering at his bedside for the last 
time, it was then believed, on Thursday 
evening last. On that evening, which 
will remain ever memorable to the fam- 
ily of ihe dead man, he frequently and 
earnestly enjoined them to love each 
other tenderly, telling them that united 
families are the always happy families. 
The utterances of the dying man were 
so gentle, loving and touching that it 
was no wonder that they brought forth 
heartbreaking sobs from all who heard 
them. After the death of the oompte 
the following notice was posted on the 
gates of Stowe house: "The oompte de 
Paris gradually sank during last even- 
ing and night, He suffered no pain 
and quietly passed away in the pres- 
ence of his family and the princes and 
princess at 8:40 o'clock this morning." 


The remains of the compte de Paris 


will be buried at Weybridge Surrey. 
The date of the interment is not yet 
definitely decided upon. The last sac- 
rament was administered to the compte 
de Paris by Monsignor Ahulst, rector 
of the Catholic institute at 
Paris, 


whose mother was one of the ladies in 
waiting upon the wife of Louis Phil- 
ippe.

The tri-color flag, over the triumphal 


arch at the entrance of the park at 
Stowe house, was half-masted shortly 
after the comte's death. 
A special 


train will convey the remains to ^ ey- 
bridge on Wednesday or Thursday. 
At Weybridge there is a Roman Catho- 
lic chapel, in which the bodies of Louis 
Phillippe and his wife were placed be- 
fore being transferred to Dreux. 


It is now believed the body of the 


comte de Paris will, by permission of 
the French government, be eventually 
transported to Dreux. At Weybridge 
the remains of the countees de New- 
mourse, wife of the due de Newmourse, 
uncle of the comte de Paris, are buried. 
The countess de Paris, is overcome with 
grief and fatigue.

Cost of Government. 


Bearing in mind that the annual tax- 


ation must bo taken from the annual 
earnings of the people, the St. Louis 
Republic notes that a glance at the 
;ensua returns is instructive. 


Our federal government costs nearly 


ive times as much as all the state gov- 
?rnments, includiug the territories and 
the District of Columbia, if we except 
jublic school expenditures. Federal 
tensions cost twice as much as all the 
itate governments, if we omit the pub- 
lic schools. 
Federal pensions cost 


about twice as much as all the public 
schools of the country. They cost twice 
as much us the postal service and twice 
as much as all the states spend on 
roads, sewers, ditches and bridges. 


In 1890 the total expenses of govern- 


ment, state, federal and municipal, 
were $915,000,000. 
Let each citizen 


iount up how many days of hard work, 
at his own average renutueration, that 
calls for. Let any property owner 
figure out on how much capital that 
annual expenditure represents an aver- 
age return. 


Taxation is an immense sacrifice of 


earnings. If the people do not get re- 
sults equal to the sacrifice there is neg- 
ligence somewhere. 


Activity in Trade. 


Bradatreet's commercial report for 


the week, issued from New York, says: 


"Special telegrams from more im- 


portant distributing points make it 
plain that in mercantile lines trade is 
fairly active, fully meeting early and 
more favorable anticipations in a major- 
ity of instances, and exceeding them in 
tome. An increased number of interior 
buyers at larger cities within the week 
has served to stimulate the feeling of 
hopefulness, and, aside from the cotton 
mill strike in New England and distrese 
in the northwest, due to forest fires, th» 
week has not brought unfavorable fea- 
tures. Staple prices tend upward, ex- 
cept for wool. 


"There is an improvement in the de- 


mand for money at Boston, New York 
and Chicago, but rates ;'are not as high 
is usual in the seaaon.'nor the supply 
of commercial paper as large. North- 
western wheat carriers have arranged 
for necessary funds with Chicago banks 
at 5 per cent. A striking feature at the 
west comes from Chicago, where the 
volume of business in all mercantile 
lines has increased, especially in dry 
goods, the total for the week being the 
heaviest for the beason, notwithstanding 
conservative purchasing in that market 
by northwestern merchants, Thii is a 
duplicate at St. Louis, where there has 
also been a larger volume of sales, both 
by jobbers and manufacturers, the total 
for August being equal to that of 1892. 
Omnha reports that Nebraska still needs 
a good deal of rain and that trade with 
jobbers is fair only. Milwaukee has ex 
perienced & decided improvement in 
demand for goods and money, while St. 
Paul reports that loss of life and d 
atruction of villages and property !>y 
fire have checked purchases in thai 
market. Minncnyolis announces that 
tho recent r. -nl volume of businets 
there is holdn.^ ns own. There w rca 
sonable trade at Louisville and Cincin- 
nati, the former reporting many visit

)0 extended to Mr. James R Eoosevelt, 
secretary of the American embassy at 
London, on account of the poverty in 
which he innst bring up his two chil- 
dren — a hoy of 14 and a girl of 12. 
Their mother w^ the daughter of the 
ato William Astor, and sho died last 
vear, leaving the little ones with an in- 
come of only §40, 000 a vcar apiece. It 
s not to be theirs till thoy como of age, 
icnvevor, and meantime their pa is their 
guardian. Their pa is 60 hard pinched 
[or money to bring them up properly 
that he lately applied to the law in thia 
.ow down, common country, where their 
estates unfortunately are, to have an 
idditional allowance made to him from 
tho property. He asked for $30,000 a 
year for them, $15,000 apiece. 


He produced, this poverty pinched pa 


did, letters from the- children's grand- 
mamma and uncle on their, mother's 
side, Mme. Astor herself, and her great 
and good son, John Jacob, considered 
:o be tho head of tho noble family of 
Astor. 
Madame and John Jacob both 


seconded the application for more money 
for the hard up Mr. Roosevelt. John 
Jacob declared over has distinguished 
signature that f 30, 000 was none too 
much to bring up the young ones in the 
way they should bo brought up, and his 
ma agreed with him. Of course tho ref- 
eree agreed with them, too, and recom- 
mended the allowance, for no man who 
was only a common referee would dare 
to opposo a dictum of the noble house of 
Astor. 


It was as good as settled when the 


case was brought to Judgo Barrett of 
the ETipromo court of' Now York. 
But 


that plain American judge knocked the 
pins from under the referee and tho Asj 
tors as ruthlessly as if the applicants 
had not belonged to tho nobility of 
America. It was an tmheard of thing, 
ho said, that two children of 14 and 12 
should need $15,000 a year apiece for 
their support and edncation. He deliv- 
ered himself of. this hard headed, clear 
cut sentence, "Tho incomo should not 
bo dissipated merely to accnstom those 
children to luxury. " Then he cut down 
one-half tho allowance asked for, grant- 
ing young Prince Roosevelt and his sis- 
ter $7, 500 a year each. 


From his own statement, even with 


tho ? 15, 000 added, the poverty stricken 
Hon. James P»oosovolt Roosovclt will 
now have only $32, 500 a year to keep 
house on and bring up his children too. 
Our hearts bleed for him. We might 
take np a dimo collection for him in 
this country perhaps, so ns to help him 
maintain his proper state as representa- 
tive of a republic at London. 


It is true that the $30, 000 a year he 
kecV for to bring np two children on 


would keep half a dozen large families 
in America, giving them all comforts 
and considerable luxury besides, but 
they aro only common people. In Mr. 
Roosevelt's own city of Now York three- 
fourths of tho population live in tonu- 
ment houses and pay rents to our Amer- 
ican noble families. They live eight in 
a room in sonic of tho houses. Boys and 
girls tho ago of tho Roosevelt young 
ones go out (o work for their living day 
by day. They are ronnd shouldered, 
tallow faced and weak looking. Their 
countenances are fun-owed with hunger 
lines, with suffering line?, with grief, 
hurt pride, crushed hope anil broken 
hearts. Thoy are ashamed of themselves 
when they Fit in a street car because 
they arc so shabbily dressed. Thousands 
of them never had n really gcnerons 
rquarc men!. 
Thoy would not know 


what it wus. 
They have been insuffi- 


ciently nourished all th"ir short, suffer- 
ing lives, and their parents worn insuf- 
ficiently nourished boforo them. 


That, is nothing, however. Givo to 


tho rich man's child $13,000 ii year to 
feed, clothe and school him, by all 
menus. But. just so sure its tho sun 
shines, so sum the time is at hand when 
mankind is Koiiift to inquire whether 
that, is the right way to run tho world.

LESSON XI, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 


NATIONAL SERIES, SEPT. 9. 


Text of the Lesson, John 111, 1-J.G—Mem- 


ory Verses, 1-3 — Golden Text, John 
Hi, 1C—Commentary by the Kev. D. M. 
Steams. 


Having so many verses assigned for this 


lesson, \TO will not quote them, but trust 
you to study with the open Bible. 


I. This chapter il!usl>ates the last words 


of chapter ii, and we might read this way: 
He knew what was in man. Now, there 
was t\ man. 
Seo R. V. So thlij ruler Kic- 


odcirms Is introduced ns a specimen, and 
Jesus proceeds to read to him his thoughts 
ftud deal with him. In the next chapter 
Ho takes tho woman of Samaria fts a spec- 
imen, and from tho rich religious ruler 
and tho poor ungodly woman Ho shows 
us tho hest and tho worst in man and 
that each must and may bo born anew. 


3. Better to como to Jesus by night than 


not at all. The groat thing is to come, and 
tho great assurance Is "him that comcth 
unto Mo I will in no wise cast out" (John 
Tl, 87). 


3. All tho veriliea in John are double 


ones, and there are 215 of then), this being 
tho second one. Tho first is chapter 1, 51, 
and the third and fourth arc In verses 5 
and 11 of our lesson. It is just the word 
amon, and might bo road nmen, amen. 
Jesus calls Himself "The Amen" in .Rev. 
HI, 14. 


4. Nicodemus, though so religious, was 


only a natural man and understood not 
spiritual things, therefore asked so foolish 
a question. Tho preaching of tho cross is 
to them that perish foolishness, and tho 
things of the Spirit of God nro foolishness 
to tho natural man (I Cor. 1, 18; ii, 14). 


5. Jesus enlarges upon His (Irst state- 


ment as to the necessity of the birth from 
nboTC, and now emphasizes that necessity 
and says that it is accomplished by water 
and the Spirit. Both James ami Peter tes- 
tify that wo are born again by the word of 
God (James S, 18; I Pet. i, S3). Paul says 
that the water signifies the word (Eph. v, 
20,with which compare John xv, 3, and Ps. 
cxix, 0). 


0. The flesh or natural man can only 


produce tho flesh or natural man. 
It may 


bo cultivated and educated and become 
very talented and refined, but it is only 
flesh and cannot please God (Rom. viii, 8). 
When we arc born anew or from above by 
receiving a life wo naver had before, even 
Jesus Himself, then wo are said to bo in 
tho spirit, not in tho flesh (Horn, viii, 9). 


7. When Jesus says 'Must,' that settles 


everything for the mind that is meek and 
submissive. There is another in verso 14, 
and ns truly as the Son of Man had to bo 
crucified so surely must every refined, tnl- 
cntcd, educated, religious man or woman 
be born from above by receiving Jesus, or 
lie never can see or enter the kingdom 
of God. 
Ono may bo very near the king- 


dom and not enter in, like the scribe of 
Murkxii, 84, of wh'om Jesus said, "Thou 
are not fur from the kingdom of God." 


8. Tho work of tho Spirit, in tho heart 


of man is at (Irst a secret work, "as if a 
man should cast seed into the ground, and 
should sleep, and riso night ami day, and 
tile seed should spring and grow up, lie 
kiioweth not how" (Murk iv, 20, 27). 


9. Tho natural man continues to ask, 


"now?" The man in whom tho Spirit 
works simply believes and receives with 
jncukiicss tho engrafted word (Jas. I, 
21). 
'-The entrance of Thy words giveth 


light. It giveth understanding unto tho 
simple" (Ps. cxix, 130), but as long as wo 
are asking how or why wo are not simply 
receiving. Rather let us say, "Lord, I be- 
lieve," or liko Mary, "Bo it unto mo ac- 
cording to Thy word." 


10. A teacher in Israel might have 


known that at tho word of tho Lord, in 
the vision of Br-ekiel, tho dry bones came 
together, bone to his bone, and were cov- 
ered witli flesh, and by tho Spirit^of tho 
Lord they stood up an exceeding great 
army (Ezek. xsxvii, 1-10). The testi- 
mony of every spirit filled man in tho Old 
Testament history, confessing his sin and 
helplessness and giving God the glory, as 
Joseph, Isaiah, Daniel and others (Gen. 
xli, 16; Isa. vi, 6-f; Dan. x, 8, 19; Mic. ill, 
8), taught the helplessness of the flesh and 
tho necessity of the Spirit and word .of 
God. 


II. Notico that "I say unto you" of 


Christ in tho gospels Is equivalent to 
"Thus saith tho Lord" in tho Old Testa- 
ment, tor tho Lord, or Lord of Hosts of 
the Old Testament, is none other than tho 
Christ of the New. For a simple proof seo 
Kev. xxiii, 0, 16, or perhaps Isa. vi, 5, 
with John xil, 41, would bo more plain 
to some. One who knows because ho has 
seen is surely a good witness, yet how 
often a false witness is believed rather 
than a true onel Compare chapter v, 43. 


12. Tho one only thing to do with tho 


testimony of a tone witness is to believe, 
as otherwise wo mako the witness a liar, 
and those who believe not God are guilty 
of making Him a liar (J John v, 10). Un- 
belief keeps unsaved souls in a lost condi- 
tion, and even thosowho believe to the sav- 
ing of the soul aro kept from enjoying the 
rest and peace ant! joy which is their priv- 
ilege by not believing fully. Tho last half 
of John iii, 18, proves tho first, and Hob. 
iii, IS, to iv, R, tho second. "Bo not afraid; 
only believe." 


13. A7cry often in this gospel we have the 


testimony of Jesus that Ho camo down 
from heaven, eanie forth from tho Father, 
was sent from God, but hero Ho testifies 
that even while He was on earth He was 
still in heaven. Tho other view of this 
great fact is that now in heaven at the 
right hand of God He is still with us al- 
way, and wherever two or three aro gath- 
ered in His name He is in the midst 
(Math, xxviii, 20; xviii, SO). 


14. Jesus now takes .Nicodomns back to 


something ho must have been familiar 
with—tho story of tho sinning and bitten 
Israelites and tho wondrous healing by the 
brazen serpent lifted up upon a polo in 
sight of all. Tho brazen serpent was tho 
likeness of that which by its poisonous 
bito was slaying the thousands of Israel, 


15. Tho bitten Israelite who looked upon 


tho brazen serpent lived, "When ho beheld 
tho serpent of brass, ho lived" (Num. xxi, 
9). Looking is equal to believing or rc- 
coiving. 
Tho sinner, when convinced of 


his sin and helplessness and led to seo 
Jesus made a sin offering on tho cross for 
him, dying in his stead, tic just for tho 
unjust, receives Him as hiSfcubstitutc, and 
believing that Christ was made a curse for 
him he, through the atonement of Christ, 
is instantly saved. 


16. Let a sinner convinced of his sin 


tafco this verso and write it out, putting 
his own name In full instead of ''the 
world" and "whosoever" and let him look 
up to God and say sincerely, "O God, I dc 
most heartily believe that;" then ho can go 
on and say, "And I thank Theo that, ro 
ceivlng Josus as my own Saviour, I have 
Thy word for it that I now have everlast- 
ing life and shall novcrperish." I believe 
guch a soul to be truly bom from above.

MARYLAND'S COLONIAL HISTORY.

Ancient Records and Peculiar Laivs—Old 


Timo Hospitality—Wires Were Bonght 
uml on Creilit— Glimpse Into the Inter- 
eiting Fsat.

BALTIMORE, Sept. «.—The writer has 


recently taken a trip through the state 
of Maryland, only to find that tho fa- 
mous old landmarks that remained .to 
mark tho grand old period of colonial 
history are fast disappearing. In their 
place towns are springing np, modern 
residences being erected, and at the 
present day it is hard to find even an 
old timer in' any of thoso towns or vil- 
lages who can poinc out where the first 
heroes of a great country wero born aud 
lived. 


The province which Charles n grant- 


ed to Lord Baltimore is indeed a matter 
of history today, aud tho scholar who 
desires to refresh his memory on colonial 
history can no longer find evidences of 
that period throughout tho state, but 
must resort to tho archives of tho Mary- 
land Historical soc'iety. 


The most famous landmark to suc- 


cumb to fate recently is the old Carroll 
manor at Carrollton, where lived the 
patriot who after tho Declaration of In- 
dependence had been signed and the 
liberty bell poaled it to the masses de- 
clared to tho first congress that "the 
pen had reached its limit, and bayonets 
must finish tho work." In place of tho 
old manor a magnificent modern resi- 
dence stands and nothing remains to 
recall tho part tho former owner took iu 
tho struggle 
for liberty. 
Old St. 


Michael's manor is a thing of tho past, 
too, having recently been destroyed to 
make room for a moro modern structure. 


Thero is only ono old manor left to- 


day to mark the colonial period. It is 
the St. Clement's manor, in St. Mfiry's 
county. It borders on St. Clement's bay, 
a body of water which Marylandors 
boast of as being tho prettiest in tho 
world. The day.s of this old landmark 
aro numbered, for time is proving itself 
a persistent foe. 


You stand and gaze at it, and if 


versed ill colonial history your mind 
immediately reverts back a century. 
You seo tho open grato fires twittering 
aud crackling with glee as they give 
warmth to ft gay and festive party com- 
posed of tho cream of tho wealth, cul- 
ture and U'fiiiomout of the south. You 
soo the lovely hostess beaming with 
smiles and dispensing every hospitality 
within hor power lo mako her guests 
feel at home. You hear the houuds bark- 
ing outside as they await tho gentlemen 
guests to mount their horses for au ex- 
citing f o1; hunt, and during yonr reverie 
a hundred othor pleasant memories 
might flash across tho mind, but tho 
dream is only instantaneous, and you 
suddenly look around, and tho old 
ninuor seems dcsolato again. 


Tbo records oE tho St. Clement's manor 


aro tho only onus nowjn existencOj and 
they aro so valuabb fiat §1,000,000 
would not induce tho Maryland Histor- 
ical society to part with them. In tho 
palmy days of tho manor it was cus- 
tomary for tho proprietor of an estate to 
keep a diary, a custom still oarriod on 
iu England today, and from these rec- 
ords it is learned that tho St. Clement's 
manor was tho most famous homo of 
hospitality in the south for over a cen- 
tury. 


One of tho most interesting customs 


in voguo during tbo seventeenth contury 
was tho court Icct held on an estate. 
Tho lord of tho manor was tbo judge by 
divine right, and all disputes wero set- 
tled by him. All iine.s went into his 
purse, and tuerowas no appeal from his 
decision. His jurisdiction only extended 
over his own tenants, tho samo power 
being exorcised by tho neighboring lord 
over his estate. The court met ouco a 
week, and when tho lord took his seat 
on tho bench tho steward would com- 
mand "oye/" to draw near npou "pain 
aud peril,"and then would follow tho 
proceedings of tho court. 


Thero were somo very amusing laws 


governing tho St. Clement's manor, an 
estate covering 2,000 acres. The tenants 
wore called upon to report to the court 
Irot "such people as haunt taverns and 
no mau knuwcth whereon thoy do live," 
"such people as sleep by day and watch 
by night and faro well and havo noth- 
ing," "butchers that sell corrupt vic- 
tuals" aud many othor peculiarly word- 
ed laws. 


The lord of tho St, Clement's manor 


did not chorish strangers on his estate, 
for ho perpetuated one of tho laws in- 
stituted by Edward tho Confessor, which 
forbade any tenant to entertain a stran- 
ger above two nights unless tho tenant 
gave bonds for his guests' good behavior. 
There is a record calling upon John 
Mausell to "givo bond Jor entertaining 
Benjamin Hauioii and Cybil, his wife, 
inmates, or immediately remove them." 


It would tnke chapters to tell of tho 


many other primitive ways of a lord 
dealing with his tenants 
Tho rent of a 


farm 0:1 tho estate was paid in tho 
products of tho field, and among tho 
records is a dispossession caso for tho 
failure of n certain tenant for three years 
iu succession to pay annually two bar- 
rels oE corn and three capons, tho rent 
for the uso of tho hind. 


Again, wives were not so plentiful in 


thoso days, and thoy wore shipped from 
England and sold to the planters at tho 
rate of a hogshead of tobacco apiece. 
Wo learn fronf the records that an an- 
nouncement was read from tho court loot 
just boforo adjournment of tho arrival 
of a vessel containing a ' 'lot of nice, 
agreeable persons," and that tho choice 
would go to tho highest- bidder. Many 
planters got their wives on credit, 
promising to pay on installments, and 
the records show today that on somo 
sales there is stilfa balance due". It is 
rathe* a cruel reminder to many of tho 
"wealthy descendants of these early 
planters, who now shine in both the 
business and social world, that their an 
cestors still remain unpaid for.

year for industrial operations, or, in 
caso the transactions of tbo fair had 
been sufficiently profitable, for idleness 
or pleasure seeking. It was found short- 
ly after this fair waa established that it 
was a really great institution, and other 
fairs sprang up in other places, and 
merchants of various sorts came in timo 
to spend tho whole year at tho fairs and 
in traveling between them. This brought 
together men of cliver?o races, dress, 
tongues and customs. This alone made 
tho fairs of antiquity interesting and 
amusing as spectacles and valuable from 
an educational point of view. But it is 
not to be supposed tbat it was very long 
before forms of ainueoineiit wero pro- 
vided for amusement's sake. Jlerchauts, 
producers aitd purchasers alike would 
find themselves exhausted at the close 
of a day devoted to business and ready 
to pay for tho services of those who had 
made a business of tho amusing arts. 
Therefore jugglers, dancing men and 
women, singers, plnj-ers and gamblers— 
for tho passion for games of chance is 
as old as humanity—nil found it nroflt- 
ablo for them to attend the fails as well 
as for the merchants. Thus in time it 
camo to be that while (lie chief object 
of every fair remained commercial tho 
booths of tho amusement providers were 
quite as much in evidence and as essen- 
tial to tho holding of a satisfactory fair 
as tho booths of the merchants. Not all 
of tho amusements wero innocent, and 
there wero drinking and debauchery aa 
well as business at every fair. 


In tho oriental world tho fairs are 


still exclusively of tho antique typo 
slightly sketched hero, and most Euro- 
pean fairs retain tho old tiuio features. 
Tho most famous fair of tho old school 
in tho whole world is tho one held an- 
nually at Nijni Novgorod, a, town of 
central Russia, at which dealers not 
only from all Russia, but also from 
nearly all Asia, moot for business pur- 
poses from Aug. 5 to Sept. lii. 


Neither admission nor entrance fees 


aro exacted at tlieso fairs beyond tho 
rent of tho ground on which the mer- 
chants pitch their tents or erect their 
temporary buildings. It is tho immedi- 
ate doing of business that is sought, 
and the display produced is entirely in- 
cidental, though often quito as attract- 
ive and imposing as it could well bo 
made if tho fair wero conducted along 
western lines. 


In America, as we all know, the trad- 


ing part of tho fair has practically dis- 
appeared. The promotion of business is

are if yon have never fallen a victim to 
the wheels of fortuuo and other snares 
for the money and the virtue of the un- 
wary that aio spread out so freely and 
with such accurate knowledge of what 
i.s most .setluctivo to the rural heart at 
every county fair the wholo land over. 
If you have boon such a victim, you 
have probably learned to revise your 
early estimate of your own .shrewdness, 
and you certainly have bad many 
comrades in your folly. 


No matter how much the fairs of tho 


orient and the Occident may differ, they 
have ono feature in common—they servo 
as a means of bringing together nelsons 
who do not otherwise often meet. In 
England and Ireland the fair is in somo 
localities the social event of the twelve- 
month, and so it is indeed in many parts 
of the United States. There is, however, 
a good deal more of romance mixed up 
in the fairs of tbe old world everywhere 
than there is with tho=e of the new any- 
where. This may bo in spite of and it 
may be because of tbe fact that one of 
the objects of tho early fairs in tho Brit- 
ish islands and in Europe generally— 
object that obtains to .some extent even 
yet—-was the exhibition of human ani- 
mals as well as brute creatures—that 
is, at fair timo the farm servants—in 
America we should call them "hired 
help"—were engaged by the farmers for 
tho ensuing year. Accordingly all tho 
stalwart, broad shouldered young men 
who wanted situations used to raugo 
themselves in line for inspection in one 
part of tho grounds, wbilo the pink and

quite as much the purpose of tho fair 
hero as elsewhere, but tho method of 
achieving that purpose is quite differ- 
ent. The American fair is primarily an 
exhibition, and tho exhibitor, instead 
of .seeking to soil his goods at tho fair, 
strives to mako as good a show as possi- 
ble in order to let the people who go to 
the fair, ns n spectacle, know |he qual- 
ity of goods or products he has regularly 
for sale. The premiums offered by tho 
fair associations servo as double incite- 
ments to excellence of exhibition, and 
many associations strictly forbid sales 
of anything within the boundaries of 
thoir grounds except eatables, drinkables 
and curiosities. The eattlo and horses, 
tho fruits, tho grains, tho flowers and 
tho cdibloroot?, the cunning handiwork 


of maid and matron, tho machinery, the 
general merchandise—all these things 
aro present for exhibitionary purposes 
Only and must not be sold till the fair 
is over, the idea boing that if sales aro 
allowed tbe handsomest horses, tho 
sleekest cattle, tho fattest pigs, the big- 
gest squashes, tho most boantifnl flow- 
ers and the most elaborate work of tho 
women will disappear parly in the lifo 
of Hie fair and soecnso to serve as draw- 
ing cards fnr spectators, ftpm whoso ad- 
mittance fens tho' main '.'ifoPt" of tho 
fair association arc forthcoihing. ,

ping damsels they have been termed— 
showed themselves in similar lines to 
possible employers in. another part. 


It has always been held that it was

'Tho Vicar of Wakefiekl," has told 
how shrewd wore tho dealers at English 
fairs in ins day. A story of recent trick- 
ery at an Irish fair has it that a- farmer 
who had a cow to sell fastened a false 
tail to the animal, her own caudal ap- 
pendage having been lost through acci- 
dent. This hick was its own undoing, 
however, for while all the other cowa at 
tho fair fought tho flies furiously with 
their tails this poor beast never moved 
iiors. Tiiis singular circumstance was 
noticed by the purchaser in time to en- 
able him to call the sale off. 
Tho own- 


er, in his talk with tho buyer, had de- 
clared that ho hopod that if ho wero ly- 
ing about the cow "the two at home in 
the cradle might bo burned to ashes be- 
fore he got back.'' This ingenious oath 
taker confided to a friend afterward 
that ho ran no risk on using this for- 
mula, for ho had placed two sods in the 
cradle before starting to tho fair "to 
take tho viuorn out of" his oath. Tho 
business of tbo day at an Irish or Eng- 
lish fair is practically done by 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and then tho merry- 
making begins in earnest. Of course 
tho Irish lads and lassies begin their 
pleasures after a more light-some fashion 
than do the English and sometimes 
wind it up more uproariously.

Tho German fair is called a "jahr- 


niarkt,'' and tho old oriental idoa ob- 
tains largely in its conduct. Tho Gor- 
man "inasch," a mixture, possesses 
many of tho characteristics of tho Amer- 
ican county fair—that, is, it is a gath- 
ering of the peoplo for amusement, 
and all sorts of cheap and simple pleas- 
ures aro afforded, as merry go rounds 
and Iho like, besides seine not so inno- 
cent, but tho o'i!y exhibitions are of 
the sido show variety, and no prizes are 
oifered for big vegetables or fat hogs. 
At no fairs uutsido of America aie 
there contests of equine .speed. In fact, 
races of horses nro almost nnkuown a! 
old world fairs, but in thi= country o 
fair without either trotting or running 
Matches could hardly bo expected to be 
H success.

tended tho sick most faithfully in South 
Africa. 


Tho royal minds wero greatly prepos- 


sessed iu JMiss Marsdeu's favor by this, 
and the result was that in 1800, with 
letters in hei pocket that introduced her 
to the czarina, she went to St. Peters- 
burg, wheio she was furnished with ev- 
ery facility to do her work. The help 
extended included a letter from tho 
highest imperial authorities and an es- 
cort of soldiers during tho timo she 
should journey in Siberia.

N THE GOOD OLD 
days when Rip Van 
Winkle was wont 
to select the soft 
side of a Catskill 
rock as his resting 
place, the brownies 
of t h o s e times 
would watch over 
him, and, being 
rather mischievous 
imps, would de- 


light in playing that swift game of 
shinny to see how close they could 
send the ball to Rip's head without 
hitting him. 


But shinny was played years before 


the days of Rip and his troubles, it 
being said that the Aztecs made it the 
method of their greatest recreation. 
George Washington shinnied on his 
own side when he was a lad, and all 
the latter day George and Martha 
Washingtons have played and enjoyed 
the game. 


Hut in thesa times, when it is not 


considered good form to indulge in 
frames that were known to our fore- 
fathers, the ancient game of shinny 
has been revived, redressed, revamned,

If the player is tolerably close t

the player would, in all probability, 
have walked a mile and a half in 
going the course. This would make a 
very short course, so. with such links, 
very likely a game would consist of 
three times around. 


Therefore, over snch links in each 


game a player will have walked some- 
thing like four miles and a half, and 
this will not have been on a paved 
street or dusty roadway, but over 
grassy fields, with fences here and 
there, and every now and then, per- 
haps, a brook. 


Walking is capital exercise, but an 


objectless walk, to the majority of 
persons, seems more like labor than 
sport. But the walking a golfer does 
is purposeful and therefore never tire- 
some; but when five or six miles have 
been covered by a stout person, a trifle 
short of breath, and especially if the 
course be a good deal up and down 
hill, that player, when the last hole

To be sure, there is a wide differ- 


ence between the shinny of our grand- 
fathers' days and the golf of to-day, 
but at the same time there remain the 
same tools, balls and clubs, and the 
same plan of so handling the latter as 
to cause the former to bound away as 
if going to kingdom come. 


Golf has taken the people of Eng- 


land by storm and as a natural conse- 
quence it is making rapid progress in 
this country. Already the fashionable 
colony at Nev/por't has sanctioned it 
and arranged a tourney, with hand- 
some trophies for the winners. 


Just what sport it will affect or suc- 


ceed is pretty hard tto tell, but at 
present it seems to have engaged the 
attention and won the affections of 
that clas's that has always loaned its 
smiles to the tennis courts. 


"What is the difference between golf 


uud shinny? 


When adults play the game it is 


golf and when children play it is 
shinny. 


It will not be easy to explain golf so 


that it may be understood by those 
who have never seen it played. But 
by means of the accompanying dia- 
gram I shall endeavor to explain 
briefly. 
The ground ,on which the 


game is played is called links, each 
distance between holes being a link. 


The object of the game is to drive a 


small gutta-percha ball one and ahalf 
inches in diameter from hole to hole 
until the lull course be covered. The 
player doing this in the least number 
of strokes is the winner. 


For the purpose ol driving the ball 


there are various clubs, some twelve 
in number, fashioned so as to do what 
is desired. 
Chief among them are the 


driver, the cleak, the niblick, the 
lofter, the spoon and the putter. 


These clubs are carried by a lad 


technically called a "caddie," whose 
other-duties arc to keep track of tho 
ball after a stroke, so that it may not 
be losti to keep the acore of strokes,

And if the score shows that the 


player has improved since the last 
game then the wholesome fatigue will 
be doubly grateful and the next golf- 
ing day will be looked forward to 
with pleasurable anticipations. 


The etiquette of the game is well 


established and therefore there is lit- 
tle or no excuse for angry disputes in 
the course of the game. For instance, 
ten, twenty or even thirty parties may 
be going over the course at the same 
time. 


There might be interference be- 


tween these parties were not the eti- 
quette well understood, for it is fre- 
quently the case that the players who 
started from the "teeing ground" 
first may be slow or meet with some 
misfortune, while all may go smoothly 
and quickly for those behind. In such 
a. case the slow or unfortunate play- 
ers make way and wait till the luckier 
players have gone ahead. 


Then, again, etiquette requires that 


the players ahead shall be warned that 
i ball that mig-ht strike one of the 
players is about to be driven. 


Were these customs not established 


by long usage there might occasional- 
ly something disagreeable happen in a 
ifame, for there are times in the game 
when the temper of an nnlucky nlayer 
is most sorely tried.

Hints About Vilncgur. 


Tho following is gleaned from Tho 


New England Homestead: 


Viuogar will clear itself by working. 


Liko humanity, exorcise is necessary to 
health, and irnpuiities nro thrown oil 
from vinegar by the process of fermen- 
tation. For cider vinegar add new or 
ono-3-car-old cider occasionally. 
For 


other vinegar add sweetened water. The 
felt strainer is just tho thing to take 
out all floating impurities from any 
liquid. Maple sugar makers nso it to 
cleanse mnplo sirup, leaving it very clear, 
aud no settlings will deposit after its' 
use. I use n felt strainer constantly to 
strain vmcgar for shipment. Feeding 
vinegar is essential to its life and vigoi. 
After racking off a lot of vinegar two 
or three years since I had a large tank 
lull of thick settlings-~regular mud. 
This scorned good only to throw away, 
but after standing several months it 
worked itself clear, and about half of it 
was splendid vinegar. Tho mixture of 
the dregs of many casks made the work- 
ing capital. Tomakogood cidervinegar 
use good stock from ripo apples, feed 
occasionally or often with same or new- 
er cider and finish with folt strainer to 
remove all floating impurities. 


Does tho Fnriu Need Potash? 


Do yon notice that potash is the hard- 


est element for n farmer back from tho 
coast to secure? Tho greater part of our 
potash nsed for fertilizing purposes 
comes from Geimairy, and farmers ii? 
the interior, unless they can obtain 
wood ashes, must pay tho increase of 
freight nnd transportation. 
They can- 


not understand why they cau obtain 
boue and blood for a very reasonable 
rate, but must pay a much greater price- 
tor fertilizers containing potash when 
the eastern experiment stations all quote 
it at a very low rate. At tho seaboard 
bono and blood are higher and potash 
lower than in tho west, and for the 
Fame reason—viz, the cost of transpor- 
tation'—'explains Rural New Yorker, 
which also says that a great many of 
the fertilizer trials at the west are of 
little value because the farmer who 
made them loft out tho potash almost 
entirely. This is a great mistake. Blood 
and bono alone will not answer on farms 
that have been cropped with grain for 
many years.

The following sermon by Rev. T. De- 


Witt Talmajie was selected by him for 
publication this week. Its subject; 
"The Rescue," is based on the text: 


Believe on the Lord Jesus Chr'st and thou 


f>holt be saved.—Acts xvi ,31. 


Jails are dark, dull, damp, loathsome 


places even now; but they were worse 
in the apostolic times. I imagine, to- 
day, we are standing in the Philippian 
dungeon. Do you feel the chill? Do 
you not hear the groans of those in- 
carcerated ones> who for^en years have 
not seen the sunlight, and the deep 
sigh of women who remember their 
father's house, and mourn over their 
wasted estates? Listen again. It is 
the cougli of a consumptive, or the 
struggle of one in a nightmare of great 
horror. You listen again, and hear a 
culprit, his chains rattling as he rolls 
over in his dreams, and you say: "God 
pity a prisoner." But there is another 
sound in that prison. It is the song 
of joy and gladness. What a place 
to sing in! The music comes winding 
through the corridors of the pris- 
on, and in all the dark wards the whis- 
per is heard: "What's that? What's 
that?" 


It is the song of Paul and Silas. 


They can not sleep. They have been 
•whipped, very badly whipped. The 
long gashes on their backs are bleed- 
ing yet. They lie flat on the cold 
ground, their feet fast in wooden 
sockets, and of course they can not 
sleep. 
But they can sing. Jailer, 


what are you doing with these people? 
Why have they been put in here? Oh, 
they have been trying to make the 
world better. la that all? That is all. 
A pit for Joseph. A lion's cave for 
Daniel. A blazing furnace for Shad- 
rach. 
Clubs for John Wesley. 
An 


anathema for Philip Melancthon. A 
dungeon for Paul and Kilas. 


But while we are standing in the 


gloom of the Philippian dungeon, and 
we hear the mingling voices of sob and 
Pfroan and blasphemy and hallelujah, 
suddenly an earthquake! 
The iron 


bars of the prison twist, the pillars 
crack off, the solid masonry begins to 
heave, and all the doors swing open. 
The jailer, feeling himself responsible 
for these prisoners, and believing, in 
his pagan ignorance, suicide to be hon- 
orable—since Brutus killed himself, and 
Cato killed himself," and Cassius killed 
himself—puts his sword to hi& own 
heart, proposing with one strong, keen 
thrust to put an end to his excitement 
and agitation, lint Paul cries out: 
"Stop! stop' Do thyself no harm. We 
are all here." 


Then I see the jailer running through 


the dust and amid the ruin of that 
prison, and I see him throwing himself 
down at the feet of those piisoners, 
crying out: "What shall I do? Wliat 
shall I do?" Did Paul say 
"Get out 


of this place before there is another 
earthquake; put handcuffs and hop- 
ples on these other prisoners, lest they 
get away?" No word of that kind 
His compact, thrilling, tremendous an- 
swer, answer memorable all through 
earth and Heaven, w*isi • "Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved." 


Well, we have all read of the earth- 


quake1 in Lisbon, in Lima, in Aleppo, 
and in Caraccas; but we live in a lati- 
tude where in all our memory there 
has not been one severe volcanic dis- 
turbance. And vet we have seen fifty 
cartliqiiakes. Here is a man who has 
been building up a large' fortune. His 
bid on the money market was felt in 
all the cities. He thinks he has got 
beyond all annoying rivalries in trade, 
and says to himself: "Now I am free 
and safe from all possible perturba- 
tion." But in 1857 or in 1878 a national 
panic strikes the 'fotrtifialion of the 
commercial world, and crash, goes all 
that magnificent business establish- 
ment. Here is a man who has built up 
a very beautiful home. His daughters 
have just come home from the seminary 
with diplomas of graduation. Hissons 
have started in life, honest, temperate 
and pure. When the evening lights 
are struck, there is a happy and un- 
broken family circle. But there has 
been an accident down at Long Branch. 
The young man ventured too far out in 
the surf. The telegraph hurled the 
terror up to the city. An earthquake 
struck under the foundation of that 
beautiful home. 


The piano 
closed; the 
curtains 


dropped; the laughter hushed. Crash! 
go all those domestic hopes and pros- 
pects and expectations. So, my friends, 
we have all felt the shaking down of 
some g'rpat trouble, and there was a 
time when we were a* much excited as 
this man of the text, and we cried out 
as he did: "What shall I do? What 
shall I do?" The same reply that the 
apostle made to him is appropriate to 
us: ''Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou Shalt be saved." 


There are some documents of so lit- 


tle Importance that you do not care to 
put any more than your last name un- 
der them, or even your initials; but 
thefo atti some documents of so grea,t 
importance that you write out your 
full name. 
So the Saviour in some 


parts of the Bible is called "Lord," 
and in other parts of the Bible He is 
called "Jeans,"and in other parts of the 
Bible He is called "Christ;" but that 
there might lie no mistake about this 
passage, all three names come together 
—"The Lord Jesus Christ." 


Now, 
who is this being that you 


want me to trust in and believe in? 
Men sometimes come to me witlx cre- 
dentials and certificates of good char- 
acter, but I can not trust, them There 
is some dishonesty in their looks that 
makes me know that I shall be cheat- 
ejl if I confide in them. You can not 
put your heart's confidence in a man 
nhiil you know what stuff he is made 
of, itnd am I unreasonable when I stop 
to nsk you who is this that you want 


i me to trust in? No man would think of 
6 venturing his life on a vessel going out 
Jto sea that had never been inspected. 


No, you must hiive the certificate 


hung amidship, telling how many tons 
it carries, and how long ago it was 
built, and who built it. and all about 
it. A»d you can not expect me to risk 
the cargo of my immortal interests on 
board any craft till yoi^tell-tufi^v.hat it 
is made of, and where it was'hiade, and 
what it is. 


When, then, I ask you who this is 


yon waut me to to-ust in, you tell me 
He is a very attractive person. 
Con- 


temporary writers describe His whole 
appearance as being 
resplendent. 


There was no need for Christ to tell the 
children to come to Him. "Suffer lit- 
tle children to como unto me," was not 
spoke to the children; it was .spoken to 
the disciples. 
The children came 


readily enough without any invitation. 
No sooner did Jesus appear than the 
little ones jumped from their mothers' 
Brms, an avalanche of beauty and 
Jovo, into His lap. Christ did not ask 
,lohn to put His head down on His 
bosom;! John couj*- ^JP1''" help ;}»ut 
put Ha, head the'reS ' I' "suppose'" a 
icok ai- Cmjist,>wa* jast tolovcHSni. 
How attractive.,,,lj/ii manner! Wjvy, 
wheii they naw Chrisv coming along the 
r»veet, they ran into thei_r houses, and 
luey wrapped up their^ invalids (.8 


fluickly as they could, and brought 
them out that He might look at them. 
Oh, there was something so pleasant, 
so inviting, so cheering in everything 
He did, in His very look. When these 
sick ones were brought out did He say: 
"Do not bring before Me these sores; 
do not trouble Me with these leprosies'" 
J*o, no; there was a kind look, there 
\\as a gentle word, there was a healing 
touch. They could not keep away 
from Him. 


In addition to this softness of char- 


acter there was a fiery momentum. 
How the kings of the "earth turned 
]>ale. Here is a plain man, with a few 
sailors at his back, coming oft the sea 
of Galilee, going up to the palace of the 
Cfflsars, making that palace shake to 
the foundations, and uttering a word 
of mercy and kindness which throbs 
through all the earth, and through all 
the heavens, and through all ages. 
Oh, He was a loving Christ. But it 
was not efiiminacy or insipidity of 
character; it was accompanied with 
majesty, infinite and omnipotent. Lest 
the %\orld should not realise His 
earnestness, this Christ mounts, the 
cross. 


You say: "If Christ was to die, why 


not let Him take some deadly potion 
and lie on a couch in some bright and 
beautiful home? If He must die, let 
Him expire amid all kindly attentions." 
No, the world must hear the hammers 
on the heads of the spikes. The world 
must listen to the death-rattle af the 
sufferer. 
The world must feel His 


warm blood dropping on each cheek, 
while it looks up into the face of His 
anguish. And so the cross must be 
lifted, and a hole is dug on the top of 
Calvary. 


It must be dug three feet deep, and 


then the cross is laid on the ground, 
and the sufferer is stretched upon it, 
and the nails are poumled through 
nerve aud muscle and bone, through 
the right hand, through the left hand 
aud then they shake His right hand to 
sec if it is fast, and they heave up the 
wood, half a dozen shoulders under the 
weight, and they put the end of the 
cross to the mouth of the hole, and 
they plunge it in, all the weight of 
His body coming down for the first 
time on the spikes; aud while some 
hold the cross upright, others throw in 
the dirt and trample it down, aud 
trample it Jiard 


Oh, plant that tree well nnd thor- 


oughly, for it is to bear such fruit as no 
other tree ever bore. Why did Christ 
endure it? lie could have taken those 
rocks, and nith them crushed His cru- 
cifiers 
He could have reached up and 


grasped the, sword of the Omnipotent 
God, and with one clean cut have tum- 
bled them into perdition. But no; He 
was to die. He must die. His life for 
your life. In a Europeon city a young 
man died on the scaffold for the crime 
of murder, feome time after, the moth- 
er of this young mim was dying, and 
the 
priest 
came 
in, 
and 
she 


made 
confession 
to 
the 
priest 


that she was the 
murderer, and 


not her 
son; 
in 
a 
moment of 


anger she had 
struck 
her 
hus- 


band n blow that slew him. The son 
came suddenly into the room, and i.as 
washing away the wounds and trying 
to resuscitate his father, when some- 
one looked through the window and 
saw him, and supposed him to be Hie 
criminal. That young man died for 
his own mother. You say: "It -\\tis 
wonderful that he never exposed her " 
But I tell you of a grander thing. 
Christ, the Won of God, died not for bis, 
mother, not for His father, but for His 
sworn enemies. Oh, such a Christ as 
that^so loving, so patient, so self- 
sacrificing-—can you not trust him? 


I think there are many under the in- 


fluence of the spirit of Godwhoarus.iy- 
ing: "I will trust Him if you will only 
tell Him how;" and the great question 
iisked by many is: "How? bou?" And 
while I answer your question T look up 
and utter the prayer which Rowland 
Hill so often uttered in the midst of 
his sermons: '-Master, help!" How are 
you to trust in Christ? 


Just as you trust anyone. You trust 


your partner in business with impor- 
tant things. If a commercial house 
gives you a note 
payable thiee 


months 
hence, 
you 
expect 
the 


payment 
of that 
note 
at 
the 


end of three months 
You have per- 


fect confidence in their ability. Or 
again, you go home to-day. You ox- 
pect there will be food oil the tal.le. 
You have confidence in that. Now, I 
ask you to have the same confidenco in 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Ucsays: "You 
believe; I take away yom sins;" and 
they are all taken away.

you 
say,

more? before I cry over my sins rnd 
more?" 
Yes, this moment. Believ-u 


with all your heart and you aro saved 
Why, 
Christ is only waiting to get 


from you what you give to scores of 
people every day. What is that? Con- 
fidence. If these people whom 3 on 
trust day by dny are more worthy than 
Christ, if they are more faithful than 
Christ, if they have done more than 
Christ ever did, then give them the 
preference; but if you really think 
that Christ is as trustworthy as t'icy 
are, then deal with Him as fairly. 


"Oh, says some one in a light way, 
I believe that Christ was born in 


Bethlehem, and I believe that He died 
on the cross." Do you believe it with 
your head or your heart? I will illus- 
trate the difference. You are in your 
own house. In the morning you open 
a newspaper and you read how Capt. 
Bravehcart on the sea risked his life 
for the salvation of his passengers. 
You say: "What a grand fellow he 
must have been! His family deserve 
very well of the country." You fold 
the newspaper and sit down at the 
table, and perhaps do not think of that 
incident again. 
That is 
historical 


faith. 


But now you aro on the sea, and it m 


night, and you are asleep, and you nre 
awakened by the shriek of "fire!" You 
rush out on the deck. You hear, amid 
the ringing of the hands and the fuint- 
ing, theory: "No hope! No hope. We 
nre lost'" Tho sail puts out its wing 
of fire, the ropes make a burning ladder 
in the night heavens, the spirit of 
wreck's hisses in the wave, and on the 
hurricane deck shakes out its banner 
of 
smoke 
and 
darkness. "Ttonn 


with the lifeboats!" cries the captain. 
"Down 
with 
the 
lifeboats!" Pro- 


pie rush into them. The boats arc 
about full. Room only for one more 
man. 
You are standing on the dock 


beside the captain. 


Who shall it bo? Y'ou or the captain? 


The captain says: "Yon." You jump 
and aro saved. He stands there and 
dies. Now, you believe that Capt. 
Bravehcart sacrificed himself for his 
passengers, butyou believe it with lovo, 
with tears, with hot and long-contin- 
ued exclamations; with grief at his loss 
and joy at your deliverance. That is Div- 
ing faith. In other words, what you be- 
lieve with all the heart, and believe in 
regard to yourself. On this hinge turns 
my sermon; aye, the salvation of your 
immortal soul. You often go across a 
bridge you know nothing about. You 
do 
not 
know 
who 
built 
the 


bridge; you'flo not know what ma- 
terial it is made of;*but you come to it, 
and walk over it, and ask no ques- 
tions. And here is an arched bridge 
blasted from the "Rook of Ages.'' 
And 
built by the 
Architect oi, 


the 
whole 
universe, 
spanning 


the dark g«H between sin and light- 
eousness, and all that God asks you is 
to walk across it; and you start, and 


you come to it, and you go s little way 
on, and you stop, and you fall back, 
and you experiment 
You say: "How 


do I know that bridge will hold me? 
instead of marching on with n'rni sterj, 
asking no questions, but feeling that 
the strength of the Eternal God is un- 
der you 


Oh, was there ever a prize offered so 


cheap as pardon and Heaven are of- 
fered to you? For how much'' A mil- 
lion dollars? It is certainly worth 
more than that. But cheaper than 
that you cau have it. Ten thousand 
dollars? Less than that. Five thou- 
sand dollars? Less than that One 
dollar? Less than that. One farthing? 
Less than that 
"Without money and 


without price." No money to p.iy. Xo 
journey to take. No pemtce to suffer. 
Only just one decisive action of the 
soul: "Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved " 


Shall I try to tell you what it is to 


be saved? I can not tell you. No man, 
no angel, can. tell you. But I can hint 
at it. For my te.\t brings me up to 
this point: "Thou sbalt bo saved." It 
means a happy life here, and a peace- 
ful death and a blissful eternity. It is 
a grand thing to go to sleep at night 
and to get up in the morning, and to 
do business 
all day feeling that 


all 
is right 
between 
my 
heart 


and 
God. 
No 
accident, no sick- 


ness, no persecution, no peril,' no 
sword can do me any permanent 
damage. I am a forgiven child of 
God, and He is bound to see me through. 
The mountains may depart, the eai th 
may burn, the light of the stars may 
be blown out by the blast of tho judg- 
ment hurricane; but life and death, 
things present and things to come, are 
mine. 
Yea, further than that—it 


means apeaceful death. Mrs. Hemans, 
Mrs Sigourney, Di Young, and almost 
all the poets have said handsome things 
about death. There is nothing beauti- 
ful about it. When ne stand by the 
white and rigid features of those whom 
we love and they give no answering 
pressure of the hand and returning 
kiss of the lip, we do not want anv- 
body poetizing around about us. Death 
is loathsomeness and midnight and the 
wringing of the heart until the ten- 
drils snap and curl in torture, unless 
Christ shall be with us. I confess to 
you an infinite fear, a consuming 
horror of death, unless Christ shall 
be with me. I would rather go down 
into a cave of wild beasts or a , jungle 
of reptiles than into the grave, unless 
Christ goes with me. Will you tell me 
that I am to be carried out from my 
bright home and put away in the dark- 
ness? I can not bear darkness. At the 
first coming of the evening I must have 
the gas lighted, and the farther on in 
life I get the more I like to have my 
friends round me. 


And I am to be put off for thousands 


of years in a dark place, with no one 
to speak to? When the holidays come, 
and the gifts are distributed, shall I 
add no joy to the "Merry Christinas," 
or the "Happy New Year?" Ah, do 
not point down to the hole in the 
ground, the gi ave, and call it a beau- 
tiful place, unless there be some supiM-- 
iiaturtil illumination I shudder hack 
from it. Jly whole nature revolts 
at 
it. 
But 
now this 
glorious 


lamp is lifted 
above 
the 
grave, 


and all the darkness is gone, nnd the 
way is clear. I look into it now with- 
out a shudder. Now my anxiety is not 
about death; my anxiety is that I may 
live aright, for I know that if my life 
is consistent when I come to tlio last 
hour, and this voice is silent, and these 
eyes are closed, and these hands with 
which I beg for your eternal salvation 
to-day are folded over the still heart, 
that then I ihall only begin to live. 


What power is there in anthing to 


chill me in the last hour if Christ wraps 
around me tho skirt of His own gar- 
ment? What darkness can fall upon 
my eyelids then, amid the heavenly 
daybreak? 0 death, I will not fear 
thee then. Back to thy cavern of 
dark, thou robber of all the earth. 
Fly, thou despoilcr of families. With 
this battle-ax I hew thee in twain, 
from helmet to sandal, the voice of 
Christ sounding all over the earth and 
through the heavens: "O death, I will 
be thy plague. 0 grave, I will be thy 
destruction." 


To be saved is to wake up in the pres- 


ence of Christ. You know when Jesus 
was upon the earth how happy He made 
every house Ho went into, and when 
He brings us up to His house 
in Heaven how great shall be our 
glee. His voice has more music in it 
than is to be heard iu all the oratories of 
eternity. Talk not about banks dashed 
with efflorescence. Jesus i.s the chief 
bloom of Heaven. We shall sec the 
very face that beamed sympathy in 
Bethany, and take the very hand that 
dropped its blood from the short beam 
of the cross.

It Is a Necessary Means to Salvation from 


Iniquity. 


This world is not, a playground, bxit a 


schoolroom; the object of life is not 
human happiness, but human develop- 
ment. God is evolving, we know not 
what—for we Unow not what we sli.ill 
be—out of a lower auimiil order. And 
in this evolution trouble is an essential 
educator. Courage can be developed 
only by the presence of clanger, patience 
only by the bearing of burdens; hopi 
only by unsatisfied desire; love, in it 
highest manifestation, only by solf- 
daeiiflcc. Even Christ, we are told by 
'the author of the Epis,tle to the lie- 
brews, was "made perfect through suf- 
ferings." 


Even if this evolution were a steady 


progress upward, trouble would be es 
scnlial; but it is not a steady progress, 
upward. Man is free to co-oper.ite 
with God to uork against Him; and he 
often works against Him. lie sets His 
will against the devine will, his law- 
lessness against the eternal laws. 
These are the laws of man's own ti ue 
nature; his happiness, his well-being, 
depend upon his obedience to them. 
But he is disobedient. The lesson he 
has to learn is that he must obey; that 
his will must be obedient to One i\ ho 
is greater than the greatest. And there 
is only one way in which he can learn 
this lesson—namely, 
by

dience. Man brings it upon him- 
self by his ignorancepf law, and by his 
willful disobedience of law; but (iod 
sends it upon him by making the con- 
stitution of life such that ignorance 
and 
disobedience 
bring 
trouble. 


Trouble is man's educator; trouble is 
man's redeemer. Man brings it upon 
himself; God sends it upon him. 


Therefore it is that trouble i» not 


something- to be avoided—rather some- 
thing to be coveted: "Count it all joy 
when ye enter into temptation"—that 
is, trials. "We glory in tribnlati ms 
also, knowing that tribulation worki th 
patience, and patience experience, ;:nd 
experience hope, and hope maketh not 
ashamed." Therefore Paul desires the 
fellowship of Cluisfs sufferings, and 
longs to be made comfortable unto 1 hs 
death, in order that he may have the 
power of Christ's resurrection—that is, 
the divine, immortal nature wlrch 
death can not destroy. Thei efore the 
troubles which wicked men have caused 
are recognized by the prophetic souls 
of the Bible as divinely seat. Envy ;> rid 


ed in Joseph's brethren sell J oseph 


into Egypt; but when, in after years, 
Joseph meets his brethren, hereassures 
them with the words: "Be not grieved 
nor angry with yourselves that ye sold 
me hither; for God did send me before 
you to preserve life '' And in Geth- 
scmane, though the treachery of Judns 
and the malignity of Caiaphas and the 
cowardice of Pilate have mingled the 
cup which is pressed to Christ's lips, I fe 
snys to Peter: "The cup which my Fa- 
ther givoth me, shall I not drink it"'1 


Our answer, then, to our correspond- 


:nt's inquiry—an inquiry asked by 
many a soul in anguish, through all the 
ages—is this- Trouble is not to be re- 
garded as a visitation of divine wrath, 
is a .special infliction sent by God. Hut 
it is wrought into the fabric of human 
life by God's infinite and strong love, 
for gracious and beneficent ends.

burned to points where the prospect 
xvas specially pleasing. It found steps 
up and down steep places. It led to a 
.pring in a cleft of the rocks. There, 
on the vertical ledge, was painted in 
Lhc same color "Spring," and on it bush 
nung a cup for whoever might want to 
drink. Few could pass- that spring 
and not drink its waters with delight. 
And so on these little signs led up (o 
the very summit, whore the view is 
jfrand and beautiful beyond descrip- 
tion. After lingering 
a** long as I 


dared, I commenced my return filled 
with worshipful emotions. Now I fol- 
lowed the marks with perfect con- 
fidence that they indicated the easiest, 
safest way/ 


Then the lesson came to me with 


force. What is this, but faith? I asked. 


No one has told me who put these) 
marks upon the rocks nor aniwere'd all 
the questions I might ask about them, 
*at this I am confident «f, Miat some 
one who knew well the urii vay along 
the mountain crest, amid •iifneulties 
and perils, has kindlv mukevl the way 
for my guidance, and for all who may 
choose to heed these signs. Experienc,- 
has confirmed impressions and led to 
absolute assurance. I need no one to 
tell me. I can not doubt it; and with- 
out fearing to be over-confident I may 
say I know that those maikh were kind- 
ly and wisely made to guide our steps 
safely to the mountain's summit. 
*• And I said, how like Christian faith 
this is! I find in tin- I'.ible directions 
given for life, and a way to life eter- 
nal. I find traces of blood and the 
cross of Hie Crucified. Once I paid lit- 
tle heed to them. At length I came to 
trust them enough to make them my 
guide. There are mysteries in these 
pages, and questions I can not solve; 
but daily experience proves that they 
mark out the way of life.

FOR THE SAKE OF SELF. 


One of the Strongest Reasons Why W< 


Should Not Drink Intoxicants. 


A bclf forgetful rp^arrt for the uel 


fare of otJu-is uhieh prompts a ( hi is 
tian to deny hiin>df a harmless indul 
geoee. or to terrain himself in anal 
lowable liberty, in order to l>e of son- 
ice to those who mi<rht be gru'\ed or 
injured by 1m examples,is woithy of al 
praise 
And there are opportunities 


for every Christian to c.\ercise this com 
menduble \ irtue, in vaiious spheres o: 
personal influence 


But, 
in mutters where the thing in 


question is either of intrinsic evil, or 
beset with peculiar perils, a Christian's 
duty is to uvoid indulgence, as far as 
he can with propriety, ./w fasoicn.8< 
as well as for the sake of others. If, 
indeed, in such a matter, he credits hi 
lestraint to a self denying consider- 
jiteness of otheeis, lie may be inclinei; 
to a limited and a temporary indul- 
gence when he is quite by himself, or 
is in a circle whore his example is nol 
likely to be injuriously operative on 
others. It becomes, tlieiefore, impor- 
tant to understand what habits or oc- 
cupations or amusements are to be ab- 
stained from on one's own account, 
even if others might fairly be left out 
of the question. 


Take, for example, the moderate use 


of intoxicating liquors. Waiving en- 
tirely the question of intrinsic evil in 
such use, or even admitting this use as 
within the scope of Chiistian liberty, 
and the question still remains to every 
Christian, is it right and pioper for inc 
10 indulge in this use, in view of evi- 
dent perils, and of my duty of consid- 
ering my own safety, as ncllasray 
personal example? If. indeed, a duty 
weie laid of God upon eveiy Christian 
to usac intoxicating drinks as a bever- 
age, whether he wunts them or not, 
then, we should have no alternative 
but to go forward and take the risks. 
It will howe* er, be admitted by 
the 
most 
/.calous 
advocates 
of 


moderate drinking, that no specific 
command in the Jlible enjoins such 
drinking on everybody; and that the 
Christian liberty of the Jiible includes 
the liberty of letting liquor alone, 
if 
Vve find that it is not a safe 


thing for ourselves. This being the 
case, it is well for us all to weigh care- 
fully the exceptional risks of wine- 
drinking, to persons of our own peculiar 
characteristics and temperament and 
circumstances, as illustrated in the 
course of those who have gone before 
us in the path of life we aie treading; 
and then to decide as to the claims on 
ourselves of total abstinence for our 
own si)Ices. 


On what ground can a man claim, in 


new of the example of others, that he 
may count himself fairly safe in the 
moderate use of intoxicating bever- 
ages? Docs he reckon on his brain- 
power, and his intellectual attainments 
a-iul vigor? Men vastly Miperiot tohim- 
self in that vrry sphere have—as he 
can not but knou—been often over- 
come by intemperance, when 
they 


purposed only moderation. Indeed, it 
is directly affirmed 
by high med- 


ical authority, that 
braiu-\\oikers 


are, peculiar]\ liable to be swept into 
intemperance if they venture on the 
use. of alcoholic stimulants. And the 
world of intellect is full of instances of 
ruined genius tlirougb an inability to 
resist the temptations of excess in 
drink. Is it the power of his own 
strong will, that one rests on for his 
control of appetite, as lie vcntmes on a 
limited indulgence in this line? Be- 
fore his very eyes, men of more strong* 
Ly marked will-power than he would 
think of claiming as his ow n, have been 
openly pi overt incapable of moderation 
in drinking, when they departed from 
the bound-, of abstinence. 


There are well-known historic exam- 


ples, in our own land and day, of men 
of iron will and of pre-eminent deter- 
mination found helpless in a strug- 
gle with the ioe which this man thinks 
can be safely grappled by himself. 
Perhaps, however, ho rests on God's 


to sustain him, if he deliberately 


incurs a special risk without a com- 
mandment theicto. lie must suiely 
•idmit, or (it nil events his friends 
must admit for him, that men who 
.iave seemed even purer, holier, more 
;o«Uy, and more reliant on divine help, 


imself, have become drunkards, 


n v-ithin the limits of his own gen- 


eration. The Christian abstainer who 
stands firmly on a place of assured 
safety, even at the temple's pinnacle, 
nay well shrink from tempting tbe 
Lord his God by yielding his- foothold 
;hcre, in the hope that holy angels 
will be sent to bear him up in his mid- 
air flight toward the Drunkard's Gehen- 
na.—Sunday School Times. 


A GREAT PRINCIPLE. 


Knowledge Necessary to Remedy the Evils

The great principle of cause and 


effect is not understood in the ordinary 
discussions of inebriety. The capri- 
cious and accidental and the apparent 
is accepted as the real, and no effort is 
mode to eliminate or to discriminate 
causes. Here, as elsewhere, occurs the 
old mistake of accepting the mysterious 
ind supernatural as the real without 
question or doubt 
It is easier to call 


nebriety a sin and moral disorder than 
to inquire into the physical conditions 
of the life of the person. The progress 
of scientific thought demands a study 
of the relations of causes and effects. 
Knowledge that docs not include the 
facts of the relationship of causes is of 
ittlc value. The evils that we deplore 
ind seek to remove remain until we 
ind the causes and apply our remedies 
here, then the effects disappear. In 
luiinun life the range of causes are so 
complex, 
and

The central law of the uni- 
verse is the sameheic as elsewhere, an 
orderly sequence of cause and effect 
reigns supreme. Inebriety is the effect, 
and the causes air clem- mid tangible to 
rigid scientific scrutiny. The spirit of 
modern research ddiKinds the facts foi 
ever.v theorv and every svstemof lehef, 
and calls in question every statement 
concerning inebrietv and its treatment 
that is not along the line of cause and 
effect.—Journal of (nebiiety.

HOLDING HIS OWN. 


RAILWAY GOSSIP. 


Some ol the Happenings On and 


About the Railroads. 


The Jfew Bftllroail Will HKVO Pronble 


Before It BescbeH ibe city 


"•Items or Intorettt. 


The new Fort Wayne and Eastern 


railroad has run up against the county 
commissioners and promises to have 
some trouble before it reaches the city. 


As has been stated, the new road in- 


tends to strike the Wabash near Gay 
street, and come in on. the tracks of 
that system. To do this they will 
have to cross the Wayne trace near the 
Pittaburg yards and run parallel to this 
road to the point where the junction 
with the Wabash will be made. 


The Wayne trace will be crossed 


diagonally and the track will occupy 
about 100 feet of the road. There has 
been, some objection to this by the 
farmers, who use the highway, and the 
commissioners 
have come out Hat- 


footed and informed the attorneys for 
the road that they cannot cross the 
trace at all. 


The commissioners say that the rail- 


road will spoil the highway and suggest 
that it join with the Wabaeh at a point 
further from the city or be taken out 
through the south suburbs of the town. 
As the road has already purchased 
right of way up to the Wayne trace 
they are not pleased with the proposi- 
tion to change all their plans. The 
commissioners are obdurate and the 
road for the time is stuck. 
The 


method of procedure will probably be 
as the one in private property and the 
road will be condemned and paid for. 


THE 1'ENNSWAINIA'S METHOD. 


A prominent freight agent located at 


Chicago, talking to a reporter, said 
"In the recent strike the Pennsylvania 
out-generaled us all. At the very on- 
set of the Debs strike they selected two 
classes of their business which they 
decided to run at all hazards, letting 
other business take care of itself until 
the strike subsided. The two selected 
were the passenger traffic and that of 
the stockyards and dressed meat estab- 
lishments, and at Chicago their passen- 
ger trains ran with greater regularity 
than those of any other road; in fact, 
on but one day were their passenger 
trains much delayed. They did not 
wait for the stockyards company to 
man its engines with new crews, but 
with Pennsylvania engines ran right 
into the yards antitook out cattle and 
dressed meats by the trainload. To do 
this was expensive business, as the 
trains must be well protected, but they 
did it, and when other roads were 
paralyzed by the strike they .were haul- 
ing long trains of live stock and dressed 
meats, despite the strikers and their 
sympathizers, and now they are reap- 
ing their reward, as every live stock, 
dressed meat and provision shipper has 
a warm side for the Pennsylvania, 
which made such a gallant fight, and 
they feel like turning all the business 
possible to the Pennsylvania lines. If 
you don't believe this, try and get some 
busiueas from such shippers, and you 
will be surprised over the hold the 
Pennsylvania has on them. I fear it 
will be some time before we com- 
petitors will be able to overcome this 
leeling."

Th 
traveling public should be slow to risk 
their lives on the trains of any railwa 
company which does not insist that its 
employes take a certain quantity 
rest. Fancy the practice of allowing 
men to crowd in forty or fity days in 
four weeks. Unl il that is stopped acci 
dents are sure to happen. 


A BIG COSTRACT

about 4,000 
volumes and, although 


many cities of 45,000 inhabitants have 
ten and fifteen times this number of 
books, the new library is a long stride 
in the right direction. 


The library will be located in the 


new city hall m two rooms on the sec- 
ond floor, The rooms are not large, 
but they will accommodate the books 
and leave a email space for the way- 
farer to sit aud glance through a book 
The two rooms were intended for the 
board of health, but, as a library, serve 
a far better purpose and then they are 
rent free. 


As to the library itself, the reader of 


books will not be disappointed, True, 
there are some back numbers in the 
800 volumns which came from the 
township—possibly there are a few 
copies of the Congressional Record, 
Hints on Barn Raising and other agri- 
cultural tomes, but they are all books 
and, as Byron says: "A book's a book, 
although there's nothing in it." 


The 1,400 volumes which came from 


the public school library are, most of 
them, good. There are many reference 
volumes, but for a new library this is as 
it should be.
